То the Governor of West Virginia : 


The following report has been prepared somewhat hurriedly, owing 
to the fact that the Assessors’ books have been, as usual, somewhat 
tardy in coming in, necessitating the suspension of the work of pre- 
paring certain of the tables herein, to await their arrival. 

The near approach of the session of the Legislature, has, however, 
compelled its submission without complete returns of the amount of 
taxes assessed for the current year—six counties being yet delinquent 
in this particular. 

Without full returns, from all the counties, it 18 impossible to make 
a proper estimate of the probable receipts into the Treasury. The 
estimates herein were made under these embarrassing circumstances, 
and are the best that could be arrived at.

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tember 30, 1878, must be added to the amount of estimated receipts 
for the year ending September 90, 1874. 

It is impossible to anticipate what the amount of extraordinary ap- 
propriations of the Legislative session of 1872-78 will be, and hence 
the difficuity of making any estimate as to the probable balance in the 
Treasury at the close of the current fiscal year.

THE SCHOOL FUND. " 


It is a matter of congratulation that the embarrassment the Gener”! 
School Fund and School Fund have labored under for some years— 
that of having been necessarily used and expended for ordinary State 
purposes—has been removed this year, and that the receipts at the 
Treasury have been sufficient for general State purposes, without 
a resort to these Funds. 


‚ The amount of the Treasury’s indebtedness on this account, at the 
close of the last fiscal year was fifty-six thousand four hundred and 
ninety dollars and sixty-four cents, while that of the previous year 

Was even greater than that amount. This indebtedness. is now en- 
tirely discharged, leaving the School Funds unimpaired. 


Such is the importance of avoiding any encroachment upon these 
Funds, and so great the inconvenience resulting therefrom to the 
Treasury, that it is hoped the appropriations for general purposes may 
hereafter be made so to conform to the probable receipts as that a re- 
currence of our experience of 1871, and previous years, in this re- 
spect, may be avoided. 

THE GENERAL SCHOOL FUND. 


The receipts of the Treasury on account of the General School 
Fund have largely exceeded the receipts of any previous year, show- 
ing the amount subject to apportionment by the General Superinten- 
dent on the first day of September, 1872, to be two hundred and thirty- 
seven thousand, two hundred and fifteen dollars and eighty-eight cents; 
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т 


(8237, 215.88.) This is an increase on the amount distributed іп any 


previous year, and cannot but be gratifying to the friends of the free 
schools throughout the State. 


This department has labored under no little embarrassment, growing 
out of an established rule of the office, which is, ' to pay no money 
out of the Treasury to any officer or person in arrears thereto." This 
rule is based upon a like one, used in the common business affairs 
of every day life, and has uniformly worked well in the adminis- 
tration of the fiscal affairs of the State. It has, however, occasionally 
happened that a sheriff in arrears has presented orders from the coun- 
ty superintendent for school moneys, the payment of which, under the 
rule aforesaid, had to be suspended to await a settlement of his ac- 
counts. The non-payment of these orders has furnished an excuse to 
these officers to postpone the payment of salaries due the teachers in 
their counties, and may have given rise to complaints on this subject. 
It may be that the probable embarrassment of the school system which 
this state of affairs might cause, would be a sufficient excuse'to the 
Auditor to relax this rule in such cases; but the general effect of a 
. rigid adherence to it has been so manifestly and uniformly good that 
no exception has been allowed. The subject is mentioned here for 
the consideration of the Legislature. If in its judgment, a different 
rule in such cases ought to be adopted, this department will be glad to 
be thus informed ; otherwise the rule will be enforced as usual. 


The very large amount apportioned renders it a matter of solicitude 
to those having charge of the affairs of the Treasury; in that, under 
the present law, it is all drawn from the Treasury within a very short 
time afterits apportionment; and more especially is this the case, if 
the schoolfunds have been impaired as they were previous to this 
year and may possibly be again. With a view to relieve any possible 
embarrassment on this point, the propriety of extending the time 
within which this fund shall be disbursed, over the period usually oc- 
cupied by the schools—say, four months from date of apportionment, 
or one half immediately atter the apportionment and the residue 
three months thereafter, is suggested. This arrangement of pay- 
ments would no doubt meet the wants of the disbursing officers of the 


counties and effect the desired object so far as the Treasury is con- 
cerned. 


THE SCHOOL FUND. 


As will be observed a considerable amount has accumulated in the 
Treasury to the credit of this fund. The preliminary arrangements 
are now being made for its investment аз required by law, and itis 
presumed that this will be done in the near future. 


-- 
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DELINQUBENT LANDS. 


The most perplexing question which this department has to deal 
with is that of-the redemption of lands delinquent for non-payment 
of taxes due thereon, or forfeited to the State, owing to the i incongru- 
ity of the various acis and amendments thereto upon this subject, a 
great many of which seem to have been adopted with reference to the 
redemption of some special class of delinquent, or forfeited, lands, 
without comprehending all the different classes. 

This character of legislation has produc.d the following classifica- 
tion : 

First—Lands returned delinquent and not p sold for delinquent 
taxes. 

Second— Lands sold for delinquent taxes prior to February 27, 1871 
— the date of the passage of an act, allowing these, with certain other 
Jands, to be redeemed. 

Third—Lands sold for delinquent taxes since the passage of said 
act, and having one year, from date of sale, in which they may Le re- 
deemed. 

Fourth—Lands forfeited to the State in consequence of having been 
omitted from the Assessor's books for five years, certain of which 
are redeemable under the aforesaid act of February, 1871. 

This classification is, perhaps, well enough and necessitated by the 
circumstances. Some difficulty, however, is experienced from the fact 


that а lack of uniformity exists in the manner of procedure required 
in redeeming the same—as many different modes being рые as 
there are classes presented. 


A uniform system might be adopted, which would embrace in its 
general provisions all lands subject to redemption. It is believed that 
the act of Febuary 27, 1871, embraces v ithin its provisions the best 
method of any other of the various statutes extant, and that with cer- 
tain modifications and amendments, it would serve the purpose. For 
instance,—better facilities should be afforded to parties desiring to 
redeem lands, in the matter of ascertaining the amount and the pay- 
ment of county, township and other local taxes. 

With this view, the clerk of the board of supervisors, or other offi- 
cer, having charge of the records of delinquent taxes in the counties, 
should be authorized and required, to make up a statement of the 
amount of delinquent taxes, upon any tract of land inquired of by the 
owner, or agent; upon the presentation of which statement to the 
sheriff, or collector, that officer should be authorized and required to 
receipt for the amount therein stated to be due, and to account for the 
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same, as for other taxes received by him. The officer making this 
statement should be allowed a reasonable fee for his services. 

Upon the presentation, do the Auditor, of the statement aforesaid, 
properly receipted by the sheriff, or collector, and the payment into 
the Treasury of all delinquent State taxes, a certificate of redemption 
should thereupon be issued. 

It frequently occurs that erroneous assessments are made by the as- 
sessors through carelessness, inadvertance or ignorance, for the cer- 
rection of which, a remedy is now provided by law, in cases where 
these are discovered promptly, and application for relief made within. 
six months after the verification of the assessors books. It sometimes 
happens, however, that what is deemed, by the owners of the lands, 
as ample precaution, fails to discover these errors before the time, with- 
in which they may be corrected, has passed. Ordinarily, when the 
amount overcharged is inconsiderable, no serious injury is done to the 
citizen thus affected, but these overcharges are sometimes so enor- 
mous, as to create an intoleruble burthen upon.the taxpayer; and 
when the lands thus charged, are returned delinquent, or sold, and the 
high rate of interest, and commissions, and damages, are added to this 
already overgrown sum, it makes the punishment for the delinquency 
greater than ought to be borne. To remedy this, and afford relief in 
extreme cases, itis believed that the local tribunals of the different 
counties, should have authority to grant reliefin cases that commend 
themselves to the tribunal having such authority in the premises. 
ТЫз authority, however, should be so limited, as not to afford relief in 
trivial cases, or where the party complaining has been dilatory or neg- 
lectful of the ordinary means afforded him to ascertain if his taxes were 
correct; but only when the party was surprised, or by collusion, or 
other unfair means, made to suffer; indeed relief should not be grant- 
ed, unless the party complaining should show that ordinary diligence 
had been used to prevent the occurrence of the matter complained of, 
and that it happened by no fault of his. 


SAMPLE LICENSE. 


In the last annual report from this office, attention was called to 
the question of charging a license to non-residents selling goods by 
sample in this State, as required by section two chapter thirty-two, of 
the Code. Reasons were therein given why the Auditor should have au- 
thority to appoint special agents at such placés as in his judgment 
may be necessary, for the better collection of this tax. No formal 
consideration of the question was had by the Legislature, and the au- 
thority was not conferred. "The experience of the last fiscal year has 
confirmed the opinion previously expressed “іп said report, that this 
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tax cannot be-colleeted without such legislation on п the subject as was 
therein mentioned—the amount collected from this source during the 
year being inconsiderable. There are теге grave doubts entertained 
as to the constitutionality of requiring a tax upon trade in the hands 
of non-residents, that does not hear equally upon our own citizens. 
Indeed, it is unofficially reported, that in a case of like character 
which occurred in Maryland, the United Stites Court decided such a 
tax to be in contravention of the Constitution of the United States. 
If this be true, our duty in the matter is very plain. Н, however, 
‘investigation should show that the law requiring this license to be 
levied does not conflict with the authority aforesaid, and the Legisla- 
ture should determine to continue it upon the statute books, then 
some additional legislation is deemed absolutely necessary to give full 
f.rce and effect to the requirements of the law. In such case, the 
recommendations of the report aforesaid are again respectfully re- 
newed. In this connection it may be said that a very respectable num- 
ber of our citizens entertain life-long impressions, that any tax what- 

ever upon the trade and commerce of the country, especially a dis- 
criminating tax, is pernicious. The argument is no doubt familiar. 
At any rate, it need not be repeated here. Believing this to be true 
in its fullest sense, we would avoid any legislation whatever which sa- 
vors of an endorsement of the converse of this proposition. 


INSURANCE COMPANIES. 


Upon the subject of insurance companies, the laws of this State are 
far behind those of almost any other State in the Union, in their 
adaptability to the protection of the insuring publie in their rela- 
tions with these companies. At present, an annual statement on the 
first day of January of each year is required to be made by foreign 
companies doing business in the State, to the Auditor; whereupon, 
if said statement exhibits certain facts in relation to their then con- 
dition, the Auditor is authorized to issue a certificate of authority to 
the company making such statement, which authorizes it to do busi- 
ness during the year without further examination. Now itis appa- 
rent to any one that a company may be perfectly solvent on the first. 
-day of January in any year, and wholly insolvent during the whole of 


the residue of the year, as it may become insolvent at any time, and 


de unfit to do business and unworthy of patronage. 

Some means should be provided whereby an examination could be 
made at any time into the condition of the affairs of any company do- 
ing business in the State, if reagonable grounds exist for doubting its 
solvency ; this, in addition to ‘the examination now authorized to be 
anade. 
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With the examples of the Chicago and Boston"conflagrations with 
their resulting large number of wrecked insurance companies before 
us, certainly the utmost possible precautions should be exercised to 
prevent a like calamity from falling upon the people of this State. 


SALES OF DELINQUENT LANDS. 


Tho law now requires that the lists of delinquent lands, to be made 
and furnished to the sheriffs shall be delivered to them in the month of 
July or August. The annual delinquent lists, made by the sheriffs 
and forwarded to this office are required to be delivered on or before 
the first day of July in each year. The taxes therein reported delin- 
quent, form a part of that to be embraced in che lists of delinquent 
lands first aforesaid. This necessitates the preparation of said liste 
during the time from July first to the last day of August. The labor 
of preparing these lists is so great that it cannot be properly accom- 
plished within that time. t 

In view of the fact that the sales by the sheriffs, commencing on 
the first day of September are continued, as the terms of the circuit 
courts happen, from the date last mentioned until February of the 
year following the preparation ef the lists, it would be well to extend 
the time within which they may be delivered so as to furnish them to 
the sheriffs at least ten days previous to the day of sale in their re- 
apective counties. 


‚ REFUNDING COUNTY AND TOWNSHIP TAXES. os 


It is provided in section four, article twelve of the Constitution, that 
all taxes which shall be received by the State upon delinquent lands, 
except the taxes due to the State thereon, shall be refunded to the 
eounty or district, by or for which the same was levied. There is at 
present in the Treasury the sum of eleven thousand, two hundred and 
one dollars and sixteen cents, ($11,201.16) which has been received 
from redemptions of lands as county and township taxes, and which 
under the aforesaid provision is subject to distribution. The speedy 
distribution of this fund to the counties from which it was received, 
should be provided for, as some of them, relying upon this, have made 
their levies for county purposes with a view to itsprompt receipt At 
present there is no mode prescribed by law for the manner of its dis- 
tribution. The sheriffs should be authorized to receive and receipt 
for the same after receiving an order to that effect from the proper 
county authorities, who shoald be authorized todistribute it to the dig- 
tricts in accordance with the sforesaid constitutional requirement. 


— i 
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SHERIFFS BONDS. 


The present system of approving the bonds of sheriffs, is liable to 
fail of its purpose, in that the courts may be deceived by designing 
persons, by mis-statements of the value of their estates at the time of 
acknowledging the same, or, sudden losses of property may leave the 
security wholly inadequate. The Auditor, or some other person or 
tribunal, should be authorized to require additional security in such 
cases; and when such additional security is not promptly given, the 
appointment of & collector should be authorized. 

By a comparison of the large amounts shown by the tables to be due 
from defaulting sheriffs, with the amount estimated to be probably re- 
ceived from this source, some idea of the importance of the legislation 
here suggested may be had. In making the aforesaid estimate of 
probable receipts, the probable value of the surety in the bonds of de- 
faulting sheriffs was first made the subject of investigation. 


ASSESSORE 


Attention is called to the fact that the assessment books filed in this 
office in several instances, show the authors of them to be wholly in- 
eompetent for-the performance of thé very important duties devolving 
upon them. This, with a view to such legislation as may be expedi- 
ent to correct this evil. The office is ап important one, and if practi- 
cable, such as are unfit, should be made to give place to competent 
men. 


OFFICE FEES. 


Much labour is required to be done in this office, in furnishing in- 
formation, copies of office papers, searching fer records, &c., for parties 
interested, which is for the sole and exclusive benefit of the parties 
requesting it, and for which no fees are allowed. Applications are 
frequently made for copies of papers and records, which are on file in 
the Recorders’ or Clerks’ offices of the counties from which these re- 
quests are made, as well as т this office, but whieh would not be 
furnished by the county officers aforesaid, without payment of the 
proper office fee; therefore, this office is favoured with applications of 
this sort, with which it would not be burthened, if charges were аль 
thorized to be made. No little work of this sort is done, at the request 
of non-residents, who, no doubt would be very willing to pay for it, И 
any charge was authorized. 


SALARIES OF CLERER.

I again respectfally eall attention to the fact that the salaries an-

thorized by law to be paid to the several clerks in this office, are not 
at all in keeping with the character and amount of labor required of 
of them, and considering the cost of living, are insufficient. It ik 
hoped that the Legislature will authorize such an increase in their 
salaries as may be just. Those employed have been prompt and effi- 
cient in the discharge of their duties. 
Ihave to tender my thanks to your Excellency for the uniferm cour- 
iesy that has characterized your official intercourse with this depart- 
Ін ment during the past year, as well as previously.
